went to ascertain the cause. She foum 
her foster brother's body lying fui 
length upon the floor. Neighbors were 
alarmed and the injured man was car­ 
ried into the house where Dr. Scott ex 
amined the injuries. A few minutes 
later eonsclousnes# was restored, anc 
Fiizimmons told the story of the as 
sault. 


His injuries were not serious and 
this morning he was fully recoverec 
except that the back of his head was 
very sensitive.

yet made any arrests or obtained any 
clews.

So far as the suggestions were 
accepted the note of Lord Salisbury of 
July 28 is said to standi alone, and this 
note, tt is stated, mentioned only a con­ 
ference between the experts of the Unit­ 
ed States, Great Britain and Canada. 
The latest correspondence on the sub­ 
ject leads to considerable doubt as to 
who will 
participate in the 
coming 
meetings. It has been understood that 
the difference would be bridged over by 
holding two meetings, in one of which 
Russia and Japan would 
participate 
without Great Britain, while a second 
meeting would be held between the ex­ 
perts of Great Britain and the United 
States.

It is understood' that 
Ambafuiador 
Hay was directed to effect such an ar­ 
rangement in ease Great Britain de­ 
clined to enter the general conference. 
But there isfiow some question whether 
the British authorities will participate In 
any way until a definite decision is 
reached as to who will take part in the 
general conference, as there is under­ 
stood to be a reluctance on the part of 
the British to Join in a dual conference, 
and some doubt whether the British ex­ 
perts will leave for this country to at­ 
tend either a general or limited con­ 
ference until an understanding is reached 
on the entire subject. 
As the confer­ 
ence Is so near at hand—the flrst plan 
having been to hold it Oct. 23 -- the 
negotiations are neces^rily conducted 
by cable, and by this means a satis­ 
factory adjustment may yet be reached.

States ambassador, on the other iride, for 
the purpose of securing a more deflnite 
understanding as to what the United 
States and France expect In the matter 
of coinage of rtlver. Consequently the 
British government will be unable to 
fulfill the promise of the chancellor of 
the exchequer to give the United States 
commisioners a reply early during the 
present month and the delay will pos­ 
sibly last some weeks.

Washington, Oct. 8.—The state depart­ 
ment has not yet been offlcially informed 
of the purpose of the Spanish govern­ 
ment to dissolve the cones In December, 
as indicated in Madrid cablegrams. It 
was expected, however, that it would be 
found necessary for the cabinet to go to 
the country in order to secure the sup­ 
port of a majority for the Liberal policy 
towards Cuba, inasmuch as the present 
cortes has a clear Conservative majority 
whenever Uiat party's elements can be 
brought together. 
Disappointment Is 
felt at the remote date set for the con­ 
vening of the new cortes, for it Is pre­ 
sumed that any new programme for the 
settlement of Cuban affairs must be rat­ 
ified by the cortes, and if this is not to 
meet until next March the long delay, it 
Is feared, will give rise to Irritation, and 
perhaps be beyonJ the powers of endur­ 
ance of the present administration. It is 
possible, however, that by a prompt dec­ 
laration of policy towards Cuba, couched 
In such terms and made public In such 
fa£)hion as to bind the government be­ 
yond doubt, the delay will not be serious 
in results.

Abraham Selig, who bought the gro­ 
cery department of Luetgerl’s sausage 
factory for 1800 at a sherifC’a sale, testi­ 
fied that he found 159 boxes of soap in 
the store, and that much of it was 
“scrub soap.” This was brought out to 
show that Luetgert did not need to make 
soap with which to clean the big factory. 
Tiut the attempt to 
ow that there was 
no grease in the factory May 1 waa not 
so successful. Carl Schrader was called 
to prove this, but was found to be aware 
of a fact that was not the sort the state 
wanted—that there was grease in the 
icehouse sometimes and elsewhere about 
the factory nearly all the time—but he 
could not swear that there waa none 
there on May 1. 


Wiliam Fulpeck, a teamster employed 
at the factory, then took the stand, and 
said he saw Mrs. Luetgert the afternoon 
of May 1. when she was In her own 
home washing windows, and that there 
was nothing unusual in her looks or 
manner. The state then showed that 
Fulpeck saw Mary Siemering at 
the 
hoiise early Monday morning. May 3, 
and that they had a conversation; that 
he asked Mary where her mistress was, 
and that thè servant answered: “She is 
still sleeping." 
The cross-examination 
indicated a purpose to prove that Ful­ 
peck was drunk that morning. 


E^ght witnesses from Kenosha testl- 
fled to having seen the woman at 'ind 
near that place on May 5 and 6 who 
was supposed to have been the missing 
woman.

OUR BIG WHEAT CROP., 


Michigan Haa Ralaed Ovar S20,- 
000.000 Worth of Wheat. 


La n s in g , Oct. 8.—The most impor­ 
tant crop report of the year was issued 
by Secretary of State Gardner last 
night. Based on the reports of actual 
thrashings of more than 150,000 acres 
of wheat, the average yield for the 
state is given at 1A.46 bushels, and the 
total yield at 24,925,007, an aggregate 
of ],5l3,419 bushels having been sown. 
The estimate for oats I9 25.79 bushels 
per acre, while barley is estimated at 
21.18 bushels and corn at 64 bushels of 
ears. It is said much of the wheat

CRIME COMMITTED LAST NIGHT 


A 


Assailants Attacksd Him In a Barn 
ar^d Bsat Him into Insansl- 
blllty—Bold Dssd. 


George Fitzéiminont, of Coloma, was 
attacked by two footpads last evening 
in a barn on the premises of E. D. Col­ 
lins, St. Joseph, and was beaten until 
unconscious and then robbed of $25, all 
the money be had on his person. 


The crime was one of the boldest 
ever committed in St. Joseph. Mr. 
Fitzsimmons isa foster brother of Mrs. 
E. D. Collins and in the absence of her 
husband was stopping with the family 
whose residence is on State street, in a 
thickly settled part of the city. Last 
evening about 8:30 o’clock Mr. Fitzsim­ 
mons entered the barn tor the purpose 
of seeing that everything was all right 
before cloaing the place for the night. 


It was dark, but not so intense that 
he was unable to discern familiar ob­ 
jects. He usually took with him a lan­ 
tern, but neglccted so to do last night. 
As he entered the door he saw a man 
peering at him through the darkness. 


“What do you want here?” inquired 
Mr. Fitzsimmons. 


Without an audible reply the man 
advanced and delivered á ilow with 
lis fist at the inquirer’s head. 
Mr. 
^itzimmons broke the force of the 
»low with his arm and then- returned 
the compliment, striking his assailant 
ull in the face with telling efTeot as 
lis blood-covered hand indicated when 
le was picked up unconscious an hour 
‘ater. 


Before Mr. Fitzimmons could land a 
second time ho was felled to the floor 
>y a teriflic blow dealt him from be­ 
hind by a confederate of the first as­ 
sailant and what then transpired he 
tias no knowledge of, except that upon 
regaining consciousness he discovered 
that his pockets had been rifled and 
$25 in money taken. 
As Mr. Fitzim­ 
mons did not return to the house Mrs. 
Collins at 9:30 o’clock went in search of 
him. She saw the barn door open, an 
unusual condition, and immediately 
went to ascertain the cause. She found 
aer foster brother’s body lying full 
length upon the Moor. Neighbors were 
alarmed and the injured man was car­ 
ried into the house where Dr. Scott ex­ 
amined the injuries. A few minutes 
latter consciousness was restored, and 
FltzimmoDs told the storv of the as­ 
sault. 


His Injuries were not serious and 
this morning he was fully recovered, 
except that the back o t his head was 
very sensitivo. 
The i>olice have not 
yet made any arrests or obtained any 
clews.

in c h he believed expressed the senti

"Michigan. This he did not do, but re­ 
viewed the entire situation and gave 
the memberii of the convention time to 
write amendments, which caused a ter­ 
rific howl to go up and resulted in the 
resignation of the secretary of 
days. Rev. George A. Sahlin, whu v»Mà 
d^iaedly opposed to the Instruc 
of 
the delegates after they hi^u iieen 
elected. 


Rev. M. B. Carpenter moved to 
amend the resolution by strixing out 
the word ^‘unanimous*’ and includin 
the president and secretary, at whic 
Mr. Bablin lost no time in sprlofflng to 
bis feet and announcing that if such 
was the decision of the convention, he 
placed his resignation, as secretary, 
before them. 


Rev. C. P. Nash, of Holly, In an ex- 
asperatlngly calm manner, stated that 
the spirit or the secretary was not ap- 
jjiroyed by him in his attempt to control 
, ^ e convention by nis threats of what 
lie would do, and If Mr. SahUn would 
not conform to their vote, he was heart­ 
ily in favor of accepting hit« resigna­ 
tion. The remarks were, evidently, to 
Mr. Sahlin, the last straw to break the 
camel’s back, and he stepped quickly 
from his chair and proceeded to the 
rear of the church. 
Mr. Sahlin very 
curtly stated that he resigned, not to 
cause discord, but because he would 
not bind himself to vote a^ directed by 
the convention, which indicated that 
there was no room for the minority in 
the Unlversalist church for those who 
desired the acceptance of (he Winches­ 
ter faith as a test of membership. 
He 
stood for a unity of prii^ipie and 
stated that there were certain inalien­ 
able righls which every one has, and 
refusea 
to be a politician of the 
church. He confessed that he wa^ not 
against the movement in the spirit of 
, intention, out did not approve of the 
way of attaining those ends. 
After a 
half hour of wrangling, the re^lution 
was adopted, as amended by Mr. Car­ 
penter, including the president and 
secretary in the instruc fons, and again 
the peace makers began their work, 
but 10 no effect. 
Mr. Sahlin was firm 
and refused to reconsider hie resigna- 
tron 
and 
Rev. Charles Legal was 
eieeted secretary. 


The convention closed with prayer, 
followed by an attempt to square mat­ 
ters, but dlsatlsfaction still remains 
among certain members, and there B 
a decideMd division iu the convention. 
Mr. Sahlin stated to a reporter of the 
State Republican that Mr. lUman af' 
firmed, before the couveLt on, previous 
to his re-election as president, that be 
would conform to their Instructions at 
the national convention and^ thereby 
won votes, but that he (Sahlin) refusea 
to play a Jesuit in that convention, 
work secreOy for one end and then do 
differently upon the floor. “I cannot 
be hypocritical to a religious God,” 
continued Mr. Sahlin; “I don’t uphold 
such ways. They are the way in which 
political parties get into power. 
I 
claim if a man Is capable of sustain­ 
ing minor principles, iie can accom­ 
plish greater things. 
X bad thought 
; that the Unlversalist church was large 
enough for a man to grow, but 1 am 
beeomingoonvlDced day by day that it 
Is not. When a man It not desired in 
ollloe he is placed on the nominating 
oommittee, where I have been for two 
. years, and 1 believe I have arrived at 
uBdertlaBdlnjiof affairs.”

Abraham Selig, who bought the gro­ 
cery dtjpartment of Luetgerl’s sausage 
factory f<ir |S00 at a sheriff's sale, testi­ 
fied that he found 1G9 boxes of soap in 
the store, and that much of it was 
■‘scrub soap.” This was brought out to 
show that Luetgert did not need to make 
soap with which to clean the big factory, 
iiut the attempt to show that there was 
no grease in the factory May I was .not 
so .sucee^t-'ful. Carl Schrader w’as called 
to prove this, but was found to be aware 
of a fact that was not the sort the state 
wanted—that there waa grease in the 
icehouse sointitimes and elsewhere about 
the facttiry nearly all the time—but he 
could not swear that there was none 
there on May 1. 


Wiliam Fulpeck, a teamster employed 
at the factory, then took the stand, and 
said he saw Mrs. l,uetgert the afternoon 
of May 1, when she was in her own 
home washing windows, and that there 
was nothing unusual in her looks or 
manner. 
The state then showed that 
Fulpeck saw Mary Siemering at 
the 
houst) early Monday morning. May -3, 
and that they had a conversation: that 
he asked Mary where her mistress w'as, 
and that the servant answered: “She is 
still sleeping."
